REMARKS 

Claims 1-36 are pending. Claims 1,2, 11, 17-20, and 35 are being amended. 

Claim 1 1 has been amended to correct a typographical error. 

Claims 1-16 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement due to a single means claim. Claim 1 has been 
amended to resolve this rejection by removing the "means for modulating" present in original 
claim 1. For the foregoing reason, claim 1, as amended, is now allowable. Claims 2-16 depend 
on amended claim 1. Consequently, claims 2-16 are also allowable for the foregoing reason. 

Claims 1-36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. Specifically, the Examiner identified the terms '"Ni" and "N" as indefinite. Claims 1, 
2, 17-20, and 35 have been amended to resolve this rejection by defining "Ni" and "N" as 
integers. For the foregoing reason, claims 1, 2, 17-20, and 35, as amended, are now allowable. 
Claims 4-16 depend on amended claim 1. Claim 3 depends on amended claim 2. Claims 22-34 
depend on amended claim 19. Claim 21 depends on amended claim 20. Claim 36 depends on 
amended claim 35. Consequently, these dependent claims are now allowable for the foregoing 
reason.

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All of the claims remaining in the application are now clearly allowable. 
Favorable consideration and a Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
